Will A. Rudd, aged 46, a resi 
instanuy killed Tuesday just be 
lore noon when the truck in which 
he Wis riding collided with an au- 
tomobile driven by Mr, J. M, Gar- 
rett of Elba. 

It us reported that Mr. Garrett 
Wus driving north on the Samson 


lighway, coming to Kiba, Upon 
coming to the New Brockton high- 
way, he slowed down and noticed 
a truck coming from the east, but 
he thought, as the truck was 4 
considerable distance away, that 
he would have time to reach the 
right side of the highway, uhead 
of the truck, but when he reached 
the miduie of the highway the on- 
coming truck swerved to one side, 
the rear wheel striking the Garrett 
car, causing the truck to overturn, 
Mr. Rudd, who wags riding on 
the running board of the truck, 
Was pinned underneath and was 
dead before he could be extricat- 
ed from the wreck. His body was 
tuken to the Bonneau-Jeter mortu- 
ary to be prepared for burial. 
The truck was driven by Wayne 
Dunnavan and was loaded with 40 
hogs. It is thought that when the 
truck swerved to the side of the 
road, two of the wheels going into

the ditch, the hogs were thrown | 


to the lower side of the truck, 
causing it to overturn. Besides Mr. |

all but Mr, Rudd jumped off and 
suffered only minor injuries, The | 
truck was considerably damaged, | 
but after being righted, was found 
to be in running condition and was 
driven ta New Brockton. Mr. Gar- 
rett’s car was not damaged = seri- 
ously. 

The hogs were spilled over the 
side of the truck and all ran wild 
ly from the seene of the wreck. 
Most of them were recaptured 
shortly afterward, 

Surviving Mr. Rudd are his wid- 
ow, three sons, John D., Coley and 
Elmer; one daughter, Fannie Lou; 
his father, O. R. Rudd; — three 
brothers, H. A., Louie and Oscar, 
all of New Brockton, and four sis- 
ters, Mrs, HMrnest Peppers of Al- 
exander City, and Mrs, Obe Rus- 
sell, Mrs. John Knight and Mrs, J. 
L. Todd, all of New Brockton. 

The funeral was held from the 
Jethany Baptist Church at three 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon, with 
burial in the church cemetery.

Messrs. Milford Collier and 
Casper Foley were exhibiting a 
wildeat last Friday evening which 
they killed while hunting squirrel: 
in the Whitewater creek swamp, 
north of Wlba, When they sepa- 
rated, looking for squirrels, they 
agreed that should either hunter 
wish to call*the other, he was to 
whistle and not “holler,” but when 
Milford saw what he thought was 
a fox skulking through the under 
growth he shot the animal, break- 
ing its hind legs, causing it to stop 
and stare at him. 

Discovering that he had wound- 
ed a wildeat, Milford forgot to 
whistle and called to Casper as 
loudly as his lungs would allow. 
He then shot the animal through 
the head, putting an end to his 
catship, which in this instance 
proved to have only two lives. The 
cat was of the “bob” variety and 
had a tail only a few inches long. 
Although it was a young one, it 
measured about 3% feet in length 
when stretched out and would have 
been a dangerous antagonist for 
man or dog, if cornered, 

It is said that this is the first 
wildeat that has been killed in this 
vicinity for some time, but Sollie 
Brunson says that wildeat tracks 
are quite common about his feed 
lot across Pea River.

passed up a very attractive busi 
ness deal. It is unlikely that an- 
other such opportunity will come 
knocking at the door in the imme- 
diate future, and it is not unlikely 
that the present one will wait out 
in the cold indefinitely. 

On October 4th, Mr. William H. 
Jones, Director of Technical Ser 
vice of the Alabama Relief Ad 
ministration, made a special trip 
to Elba to lay before the Commis- 
sioners’ Court the following pro 
posal: 

The A. R. A, would allow the 
gas fund money already appropri- 
ated for relief work but never as 
yet paid out for that purpose to 
be used, not in pay rolls as is the 
customary usage, but for such 
items as truck and team hire, coun 
ty foremen’s wages and gas and 
oil. All that was requested for ac- 
tual pay roll purposes was a mini- 
mum of $400.00 a month, not one 
sixth of the weekly pay roll of the 
Coffee County wage relief program 
last week, A further request was 
made that the foremen chosen 


should be taken from relief rolls.” 


Thus, the A, R. A. virtually offered 
to give back to Coffee County $2,- 
100.00 of its $2,500.00 appropria- 
tion, and in addition, to put in $7,- 
500.00 per month, by far the larg- 
ey part of which would be used to 
provide labor for county road 
work. Actually, even more than 
the stipulated $7,500.00 has al- 
ready been spent this month in 
Coffee County by the A. R. A. with- 
out, so far, one cent of county gas 
tax funds having been used to 
match this money. Let it be borne 
in mind that the county appropria- 
tion has been passed for the months 
of October, November and Decem- 
ber, so that in a sense the county 
is in default. 

It is not the writer’s business or 
intention to indulge in personali- 
ties, The akove is concerned with 


facts, Nevertheless, the people of | 


Cotfee County are entitled to know 
the pvesent status of the relief 
funds in the county. So far as the 
writer is aware, No sufficient rea- 
son has been advanced for the fail- 
ure of the county to match the 
A. R, A. funds. While it is true 
that constructive work is being 
done on the schools and other pub- 
lie institutions by the men on work 
relief even without the use of gas 
tux money, the fact remains that 
the principle of matching funds 
obtains throughout the emergency 
relief set up, and the A. R. A. came 
into Coffee County with the clear 
understanding that the county 
would mateh the $7,500.00 per 
month provided by the A, R, A. 
with $2,500.00 of gas tax funds. 
It is also worth mentioning that 
the A. R, A. did not ask that any 
of this money be turned over to 
its disbursing officer, but merely 
that vouchers be submitted show- 
ing that the funds had been ex- 
pended. In carrying out the poli- 
ey of matching funds, it is hard 
to see why an exception should be 
made of Coffee County. There is 
a question of honor and principle 
involved, The money hag actually 
been appropriated, It is to be hop- 
ed that a way will be found to 
use it for the purpose for which 
it was set aside. 

Meanwhile, the A. R. A, is tak- 
ing care of all of the relief in 
Coffee County, While the alloca- 
tion is set officially at $7,500.00 
per month, actually by the end of 
October a figure much closer to 
$12,000.00 will have been spent. 
The number being placed on work 
relief is steadily mounting in spite 
of the removals when it is found 
that the recipjent is not entitled to 
relief. Surely the people of Cof- 
fee County do not wish to shirk 
their share in meeting the needs 
of their friends and neighbors.

He said that it is 
these same profiteers and slackers 
who are now advocating cancella- 
tion of debts owed to the United 
States by allied nations, thereby 
making it easier for the selfish big 
bankers and brokers to collect their 
individual loans and debts owed by 
foreign concerns. 


The speaker said that these self- | 


ish interests thought they saw an 
opportunity of laying the brunt of 
the burden upon the shoulders of 
ex-service men by passing: legisla- 
tion reducing almost to the vanish- 
ing point the veterans’ compensa- 
tion. For a time it appeared as 
though this aim was about to be 
accomplished, but largely through 
the tireless fight that has been 
waged by the American Legion, 
an aroused public opinion has caus- 
ed Administration leaders at Wash- 
ington to reconsider, and in many 
cases the drastic cuts in veterans’ 
compensation have been tempered. 
He stated that instead of the Amer- 
ican Legion becoming hostile and 
opposing President Roosevelt's pol- 
icy, when the word went out that 
veterans’ compensation wag to re- 
ceive drastic cuts, the organization 
announced that it was behind the 
Administration one hundred per 
cent, and has been at all times, 
and that President Roosevelt rec- 
ognized the tremendous importance 
of holding the veterans’ support 
and cooperation by announcing
